And  to  elect  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents,  and 
Committees,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  2.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $17,000.00  to  defray  Town  Officers'  Salaries  and 
Expenses. 

Article  3 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  apply  for  Town  Road 
Aid  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $408.31  for  the 
same  with  the  State  contributing  $2,722.09. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $300.00  to  support  a  local  nursing  service,  or 
subscribe  to  an  area  nursing  service  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1,216.00  which  will  enable  Grantham  to  be 
serviced  by  the  Newport  Ambulance  Service. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $600.00  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
cemeteries. 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
proceed  with  the  necessary  construction  to  develop  a  section  of 
the  new  cemetery  and  to  withdraw  funds  as  needed  from 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds,  up  to  a  maximum  of  $10,000.00. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $248.00  for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and 
promoting  the  natural  advantages  and  resources  of  the  Town 
together  with  other  towns  in  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee 
Region. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $11,500.00  for  the  use  of  the  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $11,500.00  for  the  use  of  the  Police  Department,  with 
$4,000.00  of  the  total  amount  to  be  the  annual  salary  of  the 
Police  Chief  and  $3,000.00  to  be  the  annual  salary  of  the 
Assistant  Chief. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1 ,900.00  to  defray  the  cost  of  street  lighting. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State 
Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of 
Municipal  Accounting  and  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  the 
expense  of  the  Audit. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3,000.00  for  the  support  of  the  Dunbar  Library. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,500.00  for  Summer  Maintenance  of  roads,  and  to 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,129.09  from  the  Highway  Subsidy 
Fund  for  the  improvement  of  roads. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $9,000.00  for  the  Winter  Maintenance  of  roads. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  Old  Age  Assistance,  Town  Poor 
and  Aid  to  Permanently  Disabled  Persons. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  for  the  care,  maintenance  and  insurance  on  the 
Town  Hall  and  Library. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $700.00  for  the  purchase  of  chairs  for  the  Town  Hall. 


Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,000.00  to  maintain  the  Town  Dump. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 ,000.00  to  be  used  for  legal  assistance 
and  fees. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  convey  a  portion  of  the  premises  previously 
conveyed  to  the  Town  of  Grantham  from  the  Reney  Heirs,  not  to 
exceed  one-third  acre,  in  return  for  a  deed  to  a  30  foot  wide 
strip  of  land  across  the  Howe  Estate  land  for  access  to  said  land 
of  the  Town  of  Grantham  from  the  Grantham-Springfield  road; 
and  further,  to  grant  the  Selectmen  the  authority  to  have  said 
road  constructed,  including  the  building  of  a  retaining  wall,  and 
any  other  work  necessary  to  the  construction  of  a  safe  entrance 
road  in  a  manner  to  prevent  any  unnecessary  interference  of  the 
quiet  enjoyment  of  the  neighboring  property  as  a  result  of  such 
use.

The  intent 
being  to  designate  this  a  Class  VI  Highway. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  "discontinue 
subject  to  gates  and  bars"  that  section  of  road  known  as 
Croydon  Turnpike,  beginning  at  the  intersection  known  as 
Beans  Four  Corners  on  Grantham  Mountain  in  North 
Grantham,  being  the  intersection  with  the  North  Grantham  to 
Meriden  road,  and  thence  bearing  Southerly  along  the  line  of 
the  Blue  Mountain  Forest  Association  Game  Preserve,  to  the 
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Croydon  Town  line.  The  intent  being  to  designate  this  a  Class 
VI  Highway.

466:1  Procuring  License;  Tag.  Every  owner  or  keeper  of  a 
dog  three  months  old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  April 
thirtieth,  cause  it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and 
licensed  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  the  ensuing  May,  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  wherein  said  dog  is 
kept,  and  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its  neck  a  collar  to  which 
shall  be  attached  a  metal  tag  with  the  following  information 
thereon,  the  name  of  the  city  or  town,  year  of  issue  of  license 
and  its  registered  number. 

466: 1-a.  Vaccination  Required.  Before  a  license  is  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision,  the  owner  or  keeper  of 
a  dog  shall  furnish  to  the  clerk  a  certification  that  said  dog  has 
been  vaccinated  against  rabies  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  RSA  442- A. 
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RSA  466  relative  to  the  licensing  of  dogs  has  been  amended 
-EFFECTIVE  AUGUST  30,  1977.  NEW  paragraphs  are  as 
follows: 

466:4  FEES.  The  fee  for  every  license  for  a  year  shall  be 
$3.50  for  a  neutered  male  or  spayed  female  dog,  $6.00  for  an 
unneutered  male  and  $6.50  for  an  unspayed  female  dog,  and 
such  proportionate  sum  for  licenses  for  dogs  becoming  3 
months  of  age  after  May  1 ,  or  which  may  be  brought  from  out 
the  state  after  May  1 ,  as  the  remaining  portion  of  the  year  bears 
to  the  sum  required  for  a  license  for  a  whole  year;  provided, 
that  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  spayed  female  dog  or  neutered 
male  dog  shall  furnish  a  certificate  from  the  person  performing 
the  operation,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  clerk  of  the  town  or  city 
wherein  such  dog  is  owned  or  kept. 

466.6  KENNELS.  The  owner  or  keeper  of  5  or  more  dogs 
shall  annually  on  or  before  April  30  procure  a  license 
authorizing  him  to  keep  such  dogs  upon  the  premises  described 
in  the  license  or  off  the  premises  while  under  his  control.  The 
fee  shal1  be  as  follows  except  that  no  fee  shall  be  required  for 
the  dogs  of  such  owner  or  keeper  which  are  under  the  age  of  3 
months;  and  for  dogs  becoming  3  months  of  age  after  May  1,  or 
which  may  be  brought  from  without  the  state  after  May  1,  the 
fee  shall  be  such  proportionate  sum  for  licenses  as  the 
remaining  portion  of  the  year  bears  to  the  sum  required  for  a 
license  for  a  whole  year: 

I.  If  the  number  of  dogs  does  not  exceed  5,  the  fee  shall 

be  $12.00 

II.  If  the  number  exceeds  5  but  does  not  exceed  10,  the 

fee  shall  be  $20.00 
m.     If  the  number  exceeds  10  and  does  not  exceed  25,  the 

fee  shall  be  $25.00 
IV.     There  shall  be  an  additional  fee  of  one  dollar  for  each 

dog  in  excess  of  25. 

466.7  LATE  FEE.  Additional  Charge  where  payment  of 
license  fee  is  delayed.  In  addition  to  the  license  fees  provided  in 
RSA  466:4,  there  shall  be  a  charge  of  one  dollar  for  EACH 
MONTH  or  any  part  thereof  that  the  fees  remain  unpaid  if  said 
fees  are  not  paid  before  June  1  in  any  year.

GRANTHAM  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Grantham  Planning  Board  held  12  monthly  meetings 
during  1978. 

During  those  meetings,  the  board  discussed  possible  sites  for 
a  new  cemetery,  and  a  new  post  office,  and  heard  residents' 
wishes  about  a  sign  ordinance,  the  "junk-yard"  aspect  of  the 
Exit  13  Service  Station,  lot  sizes  large  enough  to  support  wood 
fuel  for  homes,  the  possible  use  of  a  Federal  grant  for  a 
town-owned  water  power  unit  on  the  Stocker  Pond  Brook,  and 
the  idea  of  a  mobile  home  park  on  Howe  Hill  Rd. 
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The  board  also  conducted  seven  public  hearings,  after  which 
approval  was  granted  for  minor  subdivisions  requested  by: 

Kenneth  Follensbee  for  two  building  lots  of  5.1  acres  from  his 
50  acre  tract  on  Miller  Pond  Rd. , 

Merle  Schotanus  for  two  building  lots  of  8  and  5.5  acres  from 
his  Dunbar  Hill  Rd. -north  acreage, 

Carleton  Miles  for  a  9  acre  building  lot  on  his  North 
Grantham  property, 

Wilfred  M.  Hastings  for  a  2  acre  building  lot  from  his 
Sherman  pasture  land,  and 

Ronald  Hastings  for  a  2  acre  building  lot  from  his  Brown 
pasture  acreage  on  Burpee  Hill  Rd. 

Also,  approval  was  granted  for  three  major  subdivisions  to: 

Controlled  Environment  Corp.  for  96  lots  in  West  Cove  III  at 
Eastman; 

Carol  Sturgis  and  George  Collier  for  15  lots  on  43  acres  from 
the  Sturgis  land  on  Dunbar  Hill,  to  be  known  as  Highgate 
Acres,  and 

Wilfred  M.  Hastings  to  create  a  3.2  building  lot  from  his 
Sherman  pasture  acreage. 

The  board  also  conducted  an  on-site  inspection  of  West  Cove 
m  in  the  spring. 

After  a  mandate  by  the  town  at  the  March  1978  annual 
meeting,  the  board  prepared  and  held  a  first  public  hearing  on 
a  proposed  sign  ordinance  for  the  town  on  June  1 . 

The  board  also  gave  approval  for  a  boundary  adjustment 
between  Richard  Coar  and  Karl  KrasM  at  Eastman. 

A  preliminary  proposal  for  an  89  lot  major  subdivision  on  730 
acres  of  the  former  Draper  tract  on  the  west  side  of  the  town, 
Emil  Hanslin  and  Tony  Hanslin,  developers,  was  presented  to 
the  board  at  the  December  meeting. 

John  Matthewman  was  elected  to  a  four-year  term  on  the 
board  at  the  March  1978  Town  Meeting,  and  Janis  Hastings 
was  appointed  to  the  board  in  November,  replacing  elected 
member  Alden  H.  Pillsbury,  who  became  the  selectmen's 
representative  on  the  board  after  the  resignation  of  Selectman 
Wilfred  M.  Hastings. 

Highway  performance  bonds  of  $10,500  for  West  Cove  HI  and 
$1,500  for  Highgate  Acres  were  received  and  deposited  in 
separate  savings  accounts  by  the  treasurer. 

Minutes  of  hearings  and  meetings  are  a  public  record  on  file 
at  the  town  office,  Dunbar  Library.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


In  1978  the  Grantham  Police  Officers  worked  a  total  of  1,715 
hours  or  an  average  of  33  hours  per  week.  These  hours  were  the 
result  of  a  107%  increase  in  activity  or  a  total  of  351  more  calls 
than  1977. 

Activities  in  Grantham  and  the  surrounding  area  bring 
people  into  your  town.  Building  of  new  homes,  opening  of  new 
businesses,  and  the  seasonal  tourist  bring  people  into 
Grantham.  The  Police  Department  deals  in  people  problems, 
thus,  the  more  people  in  the  area,  the  more  calls  the  depart- 
ment receives. 

Again  in  1979  the  department  expects  an  increase  in  activity: 
how  much  is  the  unknown  factor. 

This  year  the  department  is  asking  you  to  be  watchful  of 
people  hanging  around  your  homes  and  businesses.  The 
department  is  requesting  that  you  call  immediately  if  you 
suspect  or  see  suspicious  persons  in  the  area.  Last  year 
Grantham  had  two  experiences  with  gypsies  and  we  do  not 
need  any  reoccurences,  so,  be  suspicious  of  strangers  coming  to 
your  homes  and  do  not  hesitate  to  call  if  you  feel  apprehensive 
or  uneasy  about  someone  at  your  door  or  business. 

The  police  officers  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  confidence 
shown  the  department  in  1978.  We  will  continue  to  give  you  the 
services  you  call  upon  us  for  in  1979.

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  ore  authorities  has 
created  a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is 
recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state 
and  local  community  governments  have  worked  together  to 
prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester 
to  work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this 
effort.  State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  forest  fire 
suppression  costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire  organizations, 
within  pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor  and  Council.  State 
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funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to  purchase  hand  tools  to 
suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest 
fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit 
from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning 
without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor 
punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1 ,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one  year 
or  both.

This  past  year  we  again  saw  a  significant  increase  of  74%  in 
our  circulation.  We  increased  the  hours  we  were  open  to 
Thursday  from  9:30  to  11:30  a.m.  and  2:30  to  4:30  p.m.  and 
Saturday  from  10:00  to  12:00.  In  the  summer  we  were  also  open 
Wednesday  evening  from  6:30  to  8:30  p.m.  We  purchased  279 
new  books  and  received  370  usable  donations.  We  had  the  Time 
Life  Nature  Library  and  the  Time  Life  World  Library  on 
Countries  donated  to  the  library.  Both  have  been  enjoyed  by  the 
readers.  The  N.H.  State  Bookmobile  Van  came  four  times,  and 
this  also  provided  us  with  a  changing  selection  of  books.  We 
filled  numerous  individual  requests  for  specific  books  by 
borrowing  the  books  from  the  N.H.  State  Library. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  accomplishment  this  year  was 
the  Dunbar  Library's  acceptance  into  the  N.H.  Statewide 
library  system.  In  order  to  be  accepted  into  the  statewide 
network  we  had  to  fulfill  several  criterion,  one  of  which  was  the 
increased  library  hours.  The  trustees  also  worked  on  and 
accepted  a  library  policy  of  government,  trustee  by-laws,  and  a 
library  bill  of  rights.  By  being  a  member  of  the  statewide 
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system  we  can  now  issue  statewide  library  cards  to  eligible 
borrowers  and  also  get  increased  services  from  the  state. 

Other  accomplishments  this  year  were  to  have  built  a  new 
children's  book  shelf,  initiating  a  summer  story  time,  bonding 
the  treasurer,  and  buying  screens  for  the  windows.  We  also 
moved  the  heater  to  the  front  in  order  to  put  a  screen  around  it 
to  protect  people  from  burns  if  accidentally  touching  the  stove . 

This  coming  year  we  hope  to  again  increase  the  library  hours 
to  make  the  library  more  available  to  the  public.  We  would  like 
to  add  a  summer  reading  program  for  older  children,  have  a 
summer  library  day,  fix  the  front  porch  railing,  and  register 
borrowers.  Won't  you  help  us  grow  by  becoming  a  new 
borrower?

Artfle  I.Alden  Pillsbury  asked  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Building  Needs 
Committee.  (This  is  included  at  the  end  of  these  minutes.)  Everett  Reney 
offered  the  following  resolution:  That  the  district  vote  to  accept  the  reports  of 
Agents,  Auditors,  Commitees  and  other  officers  as  printed  in  Annual  School 
Report.  Seconded  by  Herman  Struble.  Voted  in  affirmative. 

Meg  Holt  offered  following  resolution:  That  the  district  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  91,500.00  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
architectural  and  site  consulting  services  to  the  Building  Needs  Committee.

GRANTHAM  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
1979-1980  BUDGET  INFORMATION 


Acct.  210.31 

Teachers'  salaries  represent  a  6%  increase. 

Acct.  210.60 

A  special  provision  of  New  Hampshire  wage  law  states  that  a  food  service 
worker  shall  not  be  paid  for  less  than  three  hours  in  any  day.  A  combination 
food  service-clerical  position  is  budgeted  to  provide  the  school  with  secretarial 
service  and  to  comply  with  the  law.  Secretarial  time  has  been  increased  by  one 
hour  each  day. 

Clerical  —  1  Vi  hrs./day  paid  by  the  district  ($3.43  x  1  V%  hrs./day  x  188) 
Food  Service  —  2  hours  per  day  paid  from  school  lunch  revenues. 

Acct.  210.90 

An  aide  for  the  Grantham-Springfield  Kindergarten  is  again  budgeted  (6  hours 
per  week  x  36  weeks  x  $3.10  per  hour).  A  complete  budget  for  the  Kinder- 
garten in  which  the  cost  is  shared  equally  between  Grantham  and  Springfield 
is  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

Accts.  215, 220, 230 

Instructional  materials,  including  textbooks,  library  books,  and  teaching 
supplies,  have  increased  nearly  10  percent  in  price.  Normal  replacement  of 
worn  out  items,  as  well  as  the  need  to  update  the  reading  textbooks,  account 
for  the  increase.  A  cooperative  purchasing  service  has  been  provided  which 
has  enabled  the  Grantham  School  to  buy  teaching  supplies  (Account  #230)  at  a 
discount  which  has  helped  offset  inflation. 

Acct.  236.1 

Enrollment  in  the  New  Hampshire  Public  Television  network  has  been 
discontinued. 

Acct.  236.2 

The  New  Hampshire  State  Board  of  Education  has  required  each  district  to 
report  student  achievement  in  minimum  competencies  of  math, 
reading/language  and  New  Hampshire  and  U.S  History  and  Government  by 
the  spring  of  1981.  The  Grantham  School  will  continue  testing  students  in 
grades  2  through  6  using  the  California  Test  of  Basic  Skills  at  a  cost  of  $130. 
(3.10/studentx42). 

The  federal  law  P.L.  94-142  requires  periodic  diagnostic  testing  of  all 
handicapped  children  ages  3-21.  The  $260.00  requested  in  this  budget  will  be 
matched  by  a  grant  through  Supervisory  Union  #32  and  be  used  to  diagnose 
the  learning  problems  of  handicapped  children  in  compliance  with  this  law. 

Acct.  236.3  and  .5 

Regional  Center:  Membership  in  the  Regional  Center  for  Educational  Training 
remains  at  $2.76  per  student.  This  fee  provides  the  school  with  MOVE  kits 
from  the  Montshire  Museum.  In  addition,  $325.00  has  been  earmarked  for 
artists  and  craftsmen  through  the  Regional  Center  Arts  Exchange. 

Acct.  290.1 

This  account  includes  authorized  staff  travel  at  15  cents  per  mile,  New 
Hampshire  Association  of  School  Principals'  membership  and  postage  and 
office  supplies. 

Acct.  290.2 

The  Staff  Development  Program  is  required  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for 

the  recertification  of  all  teachers. 
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Acct.  410 

School  nurse  services  are  budgeted  in  the  amount  of  $325.00.  The  nurse  is  on 
call  for  emergencies  and  is  responsible  for  maintaining  health  standards  and 
records  in  compliance  with  New  Hampshire  health  laws  and  regulations. 

Acct.  510.1  and  .3 

Salary  (regular  and  late  activity  bus)  —  7  hrs.  x  $5.35  x  180  days  =  $6,741.00. 

D.O.T.  —  Required  driver  training:  6  hrs.  at  $5.35  =  $32.10. 

Salary  (field  trips)  -  20  hrs.  x  $5.35  =  $107.00. 

The  hourly  rate  reflects  a  7  %  increase  in  order  to  remain  competitive  with 
surrounding  school  districts.  Inservice  training  is  required  by  the  Department 
of  Transportation  and  will  be  provided  by  the  Supervisory  Union. 

Acct.  530 

Fuel  for  regular,  late  activity,  and  field  trip  runs:  7,111  gallons  at  45  cents  per 

gallon. 

Acct.  535.1 

This  is  the  third  year  of  a  five  year  contract  awarded  in  1977  to  RSD  Leasing  of 
West  Lebanon.  RSD  provides  a  66  passenger  bus,  a  back-up  bus  in  the  event  of 
breakdown,  vehicle  maintenance,  repairs  and  insurance.  The  school  district 
provides  the  driver  and  fuel. 

Acct.  535.2 

Field  trip  travel  in  staff  vehicles  at  15  cents  per  mile,  plus  $15.00  per  day  for 
use  of  Janet  Cameron's  van.  This  arrangement  costs  $1,425  per  year  compared 
to  the  $3,120  authorized  for  field  trip  and  student  activity  travel  at  the  March 
1978  School  District  Meeting. 

Acct.  535.3 

Transportation  and  tuition  costs  for  handicapped  children  are  budgeted  at 
double  the  state  average  tuition  rate  as  required  by  RSA  186:A  and  appear  in 
Accounts  #1478.1  and  #1479.1. 

Acct.  535.4 

Special  transportation  arrangements  are  required  in  order  to  comply  with  New 
Hampshire  school  transportation  laws  according  to  which  the  district  shall 
furnish  transportation  to  students  who  live  more  than  two  miles  from  school 
(RSA  189:6)  and  more  than  one  mile  from  a  bus  stop  (RSA  189:8).  Reimburse- 
ment to  parents  who  transport  their  children  to  school  is  subject  to  school 
board  approval. 

Acct.  590 

Performance  bond  at  $7.50  per  $1 ,000.00  of  the  transportation  contract. 

Acct.  610 

The  custodian's  salary  has  been  increased  by  7% .  Hours  per  day  (3)  and  days 
per  year  (210)  remain  the  same.  3  hours  x  $3.20  x  210  =  $2,016.00. 

Acct.  735.3 

Blacktop  sealing.  Add  lighting  over  kitchen  sink  and  duplicating  machine.  Add 

lighting  in  basement  classroom.  Paint  boys'  and  girls'  bathrooms.

Retirement:  $43,782.00  (teachers'  earnings)  x  2.12%  (rate  of  contribution)  =

1977-1978 


Introduction: 

Is  Grantham  the  place  where  tomorrow  begins  today?  Is  Grantham  the 
place  vitally  alive  because  within  Grantham  is  the  imagination  to  dare  the 
different,  the  unexpected? 

The  answers  to  the  above  might  or  can  conceivably  be  '  'yeses' '  after  the 
presentation  by  Clint  Sheer  and  Tim  Price  of  a  master  plan  for  a  town  complex. 
Shared  with  an  audience  on  a  bitterly  cold  and  windy  night,  the  contrast  was 
remarkable  as  hopes  were  heated  up,  and  discussions  took  on  enthusiasm  and 
warmth  of  interest.  Somehow  a  dream  had  moved  a  little  more  into  reality  as 
the  plan  unfolded.  The  dream  of  the  21st  century  is  sometimes  difficult  to 
envision.  What  will  transportation  be  like?  How  will  we  communicate?  What 
types  of  living  conditions  will  we  survive  in?  All  of  these  questions,  and  a  lot 
more  seemed  a  little  more  answerable  after  one  saw  the  fire  station,  the  police 
dispatch  center,  the  ball  fields,  the  town  offices,  an  activity  center,  a  library 
joined  to  a  school  and  a  cemetery  positioned  in  relative  proximity  amidst  rural 
beauty  and  simplicity. 

What  happened  at  the  presentation,  had  a  direct  bearing  on  the  school 
year  preceding. 

Physical  Plant 

Improvements: 

Because  the  Building  Needs  Committee  had  decided  on  requesting 
funding  from  the  townspeople  for  a  research  and  design  project  as  done  by 
Clint  Sheerr  and  Tim  Price,  and  it  was  subsequently  passed  favorably, 
Grantham  School  Board  decided,  wisely,  not  to  invest  in  any  major  building 
improvements,  and  to  maintain  the  building  as  is. 

Continued  Extensions  of  Space 

Another  year  of  sharing  Eastman's  recreational  facilities,  Enfield  School's 
gym,  and  Newport's  Recreational  Center  has  enabled  the  elementary  school 
children  to  enjoy  an  extensive  seasonal  physical  education  program.  Whether 
it  be  the  Red  Cross  safety  swimming  program,  a  basketball  scrimmage,  or 
tennis,  the  facilities  shared  by  the  above  mentioned  groups  make  it  all 
possible.  Because  of  them,  their  generosity  and  graciousness,  it  is  hard  to 
imagine  another  small  school  that  could  compare  in  what  we  are  able  to  offer.

Without  them,  we  would  not  have  the 
school  we  have. 

The  "Rooky" 

Mrs.  Andrea  McQuade,  our  1977-78  learning  disability  specialist,  had  to 
leave  us  due  to  the  arrival  of  Maura  McQuade  and  a  change  in  her  husband's 
career.  It  was  with  great  reluctance  that  we  accepted  her  resignation,  and  we 
know  that  some  lucky  school  will  someday  have  her  services  again  in  the 
future. 

But,  like  the  phoenix,  from  the  ashes  come  life,  Holly  Gagne  came  along 
dragging  Winnie  the  Pooh  and  Tigger  too,  to  bring  new  life  to  our  reading  and 
math  programs  for  students  who  need  some  extra  help.  Holly  and  Andrea 
made  the  transistion  in  personnel  go  smoothly,  and  once  again,  we  have  on 
all-star  team  because  of  each  individual  staff  member. 

Auxiliary  Staff 

Not  much  turnover  is  a  good  sign,  and  with  it  comes  wisdom,  experience, 
and  the  foundation  for  doing  things  even  a  little  bit  better  than  before. 

Once  more,  Theresa  Field  got  the  hot  lunch  program  rolling,  right  on  the 
first  day  of  school.  Averaging  30  lunches  per  day,  Theresa  and  Terry  Davis, 
the  Lebanon  Food  Service  Director,  manage  to  keep  us  well  fed,  and  always 
coming  back  for  seconds  and  thirds. 

Putting  on  a  few  pounds  is  good  for  growing  bodies,  and  Joanne  Sorenson 
our  school  nurse,  was  quick  to  detect  our  growth,  pounds  and  inches,  by  using 
the  new  Detecto  scales  when  she  came  to  visit  us.

It  is  great  to  hear  of  Mrs.  Bouchard's  promotion,  but  we'll  miss 
her  a  lot. 

Our  art  program  continues  to  be  share... with  the  Arts  Exchange  which 
brings  performing  artists  to  us,  and  with  Betty  Ann  Heistad.  Betty  Ann  is  with 
us  twice  a  month,  teaching  fundamental  art  skills  through  appropriate  projects 
for  kindergarten  through  6th  grade.  Like  the  sun,  Mrs.  Heistad  brightens  and 
lightens  our  lives. 

Literary  tastes  are  as  numerous  as  there  are  people... and  somehow  Linda 
Moore  does  her  best  to  fulfill  the  insatiable  reading  appetitues  of  the  school 
children.  Thursday  mornings  find  her  ready  and  waiting  to  serve  us  at  the 
Dunbar  Free  Library. 

Bev  Carlson  and  Al  Warner  help  us  stroke  more  skillfully  through  the 
water,  and  be  on  our  toes  in  tennis.  Bev  and  Al  help  us  to  believe  in  ourselves 
and  always  reach  a  little  higher  than  we  thought  we  could. 

Kindergarten  is  such  an  essential  experience  if  a  child  is  going  to  be 
ahead  in  today's  schools.  Like  Broadways'  Best,  the  unbeatable  team  of 
Booker,  Patten,  and  Jillson  make  the  Grantham-Springfield  Kindergarten 
function  smoothly  and  efficiently,  creating  a  learning  environment  conducive 
to  growth.  Mabel  is  Janet  Booker's  assistant,  ably  dispatching  so  many 
activities,  and  Elba  Jillson  sees  that  the  building  and  all  the  materials  therein 
are  repaired  and  in  the  best  of  operating  conditions.  Springfield's 
Kindergarten  supervisor,  Gidge  D'Amico,  is  always  available  to  assist  in  any 
way  she  can. 
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There  just  aren't  too  many  nuggets  of  gold  left  in  this  world  today,  but  we 
sure  have  at  least  one! ! !
